Orchard, who came 
into court under protection of the 
same flying squadron of guards that 
always acts as his escort, maintained 
his old calmness and spoke in a low- 
pitched soft tone. He again denied 
that he ever threatened to kill Steu- 
nenberg because of the Hercules mine, 
arid again asserted that he sold his 
interest in the mine two years before 
the trouble that drove him out of 
northern-Idaho. Two witnesses swore 
that Orchard did threaten to kill Steu- 
nenberg because of the Hercules mat- 
ter, and the defense has prepared the 
•way for such testimony from a dozen 
more witnesses. 


The two witnesses heard were F. R. 


Bedd, once of Cripple Creek and now 
of 
Goldfield, 
Nev., and the other 


Charles A. Sullivan, formerly of Crip- 
ple Creek and now a watchman in the 
Brown hotel in Denver. Redd said he 
beard Orchard make 'the statement 
and threat in the miners' hall in Crip- 
ple Creek, and Sullivan swore that 
•while he and Orchard were fellow- 
boarders at John Neville's place in 
Cripple Creek, Orchard repeatedly said 
that but for Steunenberg he would be 
a rich man and that he intended to 
kill him. The 
cross-examination 


showed that both were members of 
the Western Federation of Miners. 
3Dr. I. L. McGee, a mining broker of 
the Coeur d'Alenes, another impeach- 
ing witness, swore that Orchard told 
him in 1904 at Wallace, Ida., that he 
•was a "spotter" for a detective agency. 
Orchard denied this conversation; de- 
nied that he was in Idaho at any time 
Jn 1904. 
Several witnesses, principally wom- 


en who kept lodging houses at Cripple 
Creek, located Orchard at various con- 
ferences with Sterling, the detect!-^ 
lor the mine owners' association, prior 
to the Independence explosion, and 
there was a further showing as to 
meetings between Orchard and D. C. 
Scott, the detective for the Florence 
& Cripple Creek railway. Another 
.-witness told of the effort to locate the 
men guilty of the Independence sta- 
tion outrage by starting a bloodhound 
from the scene of the mine explosion. 
He said the dog took the road to Col- 
orado Springs, the one over which 
Orchard fled in the night, and that 
when he reported to Sterling he got 
orders to call the dog off. Sterling 
said he knew who blew up the station, 
and later said that Steve Adams had 
done so.

The declaration of war was made by 


the Rev. William J. Long of Stamford, 
Conn., author of several books con- 
cerning wild beasts and birds. 
For 


some time It has been evident that 
Mr. Roosevelt would make war on 
rwhat he terms the "nature fakirs" If 
he could, but as he couldn't he did the 
next best thing. He threw down the 
gantlet by submitting.to an interview 


ft few years ago Mr. Burroughs accom 
pnuied the president on a long tour of 
the Yellowstone park. 
Perhaps the 


plan of campaign was hatched some- 
where around the spouting hot gey- 
sers of that region. At any rate, il 
was not long afterward that Mr. Bur- 
roughs took a magazine shot at two or 
three of the men who write animal 
tales, Mr. Long being his chief tar- 
get. 
Mr. Long came back then with 


some catapultic blows in the shape of 
affidavits to prove the truth of hi 
tales, and for a time the bugles rang 
truce. 


"Mathematical Impossibility." 
Xow the president lias renewed the 


fight from headquarters. Some of Mr. 
Long's books, it appears, have been 
adopted as supplementary renders in 
public schools. The president also has 
written nature books, of a kind, but 
these have not been adopted ns schoo' 
readers, probably because the young 
Idea learns how to shoot too early any- 
how if it can get hold of a gun. Mr. 
Roosevelt Is highly indignant that 
American school children should be 
taught that a wolf can kill a big cari- 
bou by biting him through the chest, 
as depicted in Mr. Long's story of 
"Wayeeses. the White Wolf." 
This, 


he declares, is a mathematical Impos- 
sibility. The president argues, there-

lor a magazine'. Parson Long picked 
op the glove and hurled it back at the 
president -with extraordinary 
vehe- 


mence. So the -war is on. 


Already the slaughter of words has 


been terrific. At Mr. Long's first as- 
sault more words fell than men at Get- 
tysburg. The casualties were about 
10,000, covering a whole newspaper 
page. But Commander Long still has 
an abundance of linguistic reserves. 
and the campaign continues. It is suid 
that he speaks six languages and reads 
as many more. It is not likely that 
President Roosevelt when he charged 
Mr. Long with being a nature fakir 
was aware of this, 


Beginning of An Exciting War. 
Events leading up to this exciting 


war ^should be cited briefly. 
To go 


away back, It may be stated that from 
time Immemorial the human race has 
regarded Itself as superior to the so 
called lower animals, including orioles, 
wolves and even monkeys. The theory 
has been that men are guided by rea- 
son, while beasts and birds are con- 
trolled by mere instinct. A few years 
ago several writers appeared whose i 
books tended to upset this time lion-' 
ored theory. They put forth animals 
that talked English without the jun- 
gle accent, organized governmouts, es- 
tablished schools and in other ways 
•tealthily usurped human prerogative^. 
This was all right so long as the sto- 
ries were admittedly fables, like Rud- 
yard Kipling's "Jungle Book," says 
Mr. Roosevelt, but as official spokes- 
man for the human race the president 
found It a part of his duty to protest 
rigorously when certain writers stat- 
ed In the prefaces to their books that 
the statements as to animal intelli- 
gence contained therein were gospel 
truth. 
John BurrotiKhs, the gentle old na- 


ture lover of West Park, N^Y., threw 
the first bomb into the nature faking 
camp. It should be remembered that 


fore, that men who write such tales 
with the truth label in the preface "do 
not know the heart of the wild things." 


That gives Mr. Long an opening. He 


comes back at the president with a 
stiff couiiter swipe to the effect that 
Mr. Roosevelt knows the heart of the 
wild things by putting bullets into 
each heart that comes within his rifle 
range. Whereupon the preacher quotes 
from the president's books to prove 
that this is the presidential method of 
acquiring wild heart lore, and no affi- 
davits are needed. 


Mr. Roosevelt in firing his magazine 


riUe at Mr. Lonsr intimated, though in 
a more dignified manner, that he was 
from Missouri and would have to be 
shown. Mr. Long must produce affida- 
vits of eyewitnesses before the presi- 
dent could bolie\e such stories. 


Straightway Mr. Lous; produced the 


affidavit of an educated Indian, poor 
but honest, who, being duly sworn, de- 
posed and said that he had seen wolves 
kill horses by biting them through the 
chest. A horse of course is not a cari- 
bou: 
but, tlif'ii. it's just as good. The 


preacher dared the president to come 
on and fight.

So rases the bnitle. now bei'nsr n 


siege with the Long cohorts nssaultinr 
the Roosevelt works, both figuratively 


and literally, and' the Roosevelt "garri- 
son giving back no return fire. Let no 
rank outsider presume to say why. 


The Rev. Mr. Long, who is eutitled 


to be called Dr. Long because he is a 
doctor of philosophy from HHdelberg. 
is forty years old and full of li^rht. He 
is a native of Massachusetts, a gradu- 
ate of Harvard, a Congregational cler- 
gyman and a lifelong frequenter of the 
woods and the wilderness. For a few 
years he was pastor of a church at 
Stamford, but he is not preaching at 
present. He gave \m his pulpit three 
years ago because of falling eyesight. 
Much outdoor exeicise since then has 
restored his optical vigor and his gen- 
eral health, so that he is now a six foot 
athlete, weighing about 175 pounds 
and capable of writing, fighting or do- 
ing any other strenuous work to the 
limit. 


Dr. Long did not begin preaching In 


early youth. 
He spent his time in 


studying books until he was past thir- 
ty—that is, the time he could spare 
from the woods. 


"Every year for the last thirty 


years," he says, "I have spent from 
three to six weeks camping in the 
wilderness, studying the truth of ani- 
mal life, not as a hunter, but as a 
lover of nature." 


Frequenter of the Woods. 


Twelve seasons he has spent in the 


woods of northern Maine, one in the 
unknown Interior of Newfoundland, 
three in the Miramichi valley of New 
Brunswick, two in the forests of Que- 
bec, one in northern Nova Scotia, three 
In the Black forests of Germany and 
the others scattering. His purpose in 
thus frequenting the woods, he says, is 
to observe the habits of wild animals 
and birds, that having been his pas- 
sion from early childhood. "I used to 
CO into the woods," says Mr. Long, 
"when I was four years old. I was 
very much afraid of the woods, but 
there was always something there 
which fascinated me. When I was 
missing it was In the woods that I 
would be sought." 


It is Mr. Long's custom to take long 


trips alone into the big woods. Some- 
times he Is accompanied by a guide 
and sometimes in late years by his 
wife and little daughter. When it is 
necessary to shoot animals for food he 
does so, but not otherwise. 
One of 


the points he makes in his controversy 
with the president Is that a true nat- 
uralist never kills for the fun or sport 
of killing. He calls Mr. Roosevelt a 
hunter and not a naturalist. 


The president asserts that Mr. Long, 


judging from his animal stories, has 
not seen the wild things at all or has 
seen them only superficially. Mr. Long 
makes the claim that a man can see 
more deeply when be walks unarmed 
into the woods and watches the wild 
things quietly than when he goes 
mounted and armed, with a pack of 
dogs, to seek and slay. He therefore 
sets up his thirty seasons In the big 
woods and vast wildernesses of Maine 
and the northern provinces and In the 
famous Black forests against the pres- 
ident's elk shooting expeditions in Da- 
kota, his mountain lion stalking In Col- 
orado and his bear baiting in the Mis- 
sissippi canebrakes. 
Having offered 


these opposing exhibits, Mr. Long asks 
the public to decide "who's who" in 
the big woods, 


The president finds fault with the 


preacher because in one of the latter's 
books there Is a statement that once a 
big lynx made, him "uncomfortable" 
by following him for a long distance 
in the northern woods when he was 
unarmed. A lynx, says the president, 
Is no more to be feared than a back- 
yard tomcat, or words to that effect 
Thereupon the party of the other part 
asks Mr. Roosevelt if he ever saw one 
of the really truly big lynxes in the 
Canadian forests, and in recalling the 
lynx that made him uncomfortable he 
adds: 


"I realized that I had the only pair 


of trousers within forty miles, and the 
temperature was several degrees be- 
low zero." 


Couldn't Swallow the Story. 


In a middle western state, where 


bullfrogs are supposed t<£ abound, one 
of Mr. Long's books was excluded 
from the public schools because it con- 
tained a story of a frog that caught 
and swallowed a sparrow. The board 
couldn't swallow the story, though 
there was the preacher's own word 
for it 


"They didn't happen to know,'.' says 


Mr. Long, "that frogs sometimes grow 
to a length of sixteen inches. I have 
a photograph showing a Connecticut 
frog just about to take a bird in its 
mouth, and I have watched one catch 
and swallow a sparrow, as stated in 
my book." 


One of the most unlikely stories told 


by the Stamford naturalist describes 
the skill *£ one Dr. Woodcock— that is, 
a woodcock with a broken leg, which 
set the fractured member by plaster- 
ing it with mud and letting the mud 
dry. 


Mr. Long says that he saw a wood- 


cock in a claybank at the edge of a 
stream cart-fully smearing clay over 
one of its lesrs, around which it had 
placed some blades of grass. He was 
afraid the story would not be be- 
lieved, but finally he told it in the 
course of a lecture.

And the strenu- 
ous student of Stamford declares that 
he dorsn't propose to be called a fakir 
by any man, no matter how high bis 
office. So there!

"Xo one but a mother can realize 


the measure and extent of your trials, 
but by patience and faithfulness and 
above all by vital 
sympathy 
with 


your children, you can secure their 
love and 
confidence, 
and thereby 


train them to be good boys and girls. 
You will thus render a service to so- 
ciety greater than any other service 
you could 
possibly 
render. What 


higher or nobler ambition could any 
mother have than this? 


"For the purpose of saving delin- 


quent children from lives of criminal- 
ity the juvenile court has been estab- 
lished in this country, and what a 
work it has done and is still doing. In 
our city of Newark I learn from Tru- 
ant Officer Jones that the cases 
of 


truancy in our public schools for the 
schoo! year 1906-7, were 50 per cent 
less than they were during the prev- 
ious year, and I learn from the mayor 
of the 
city that 
the 
complaints 


against, juvenile offenders bought to 
his notice have been very much less 
than they ever were before. 


"Judge Brister. has shown great 


care and interest in tuese youthful 
offenders, 
and since the juvenile 


court was fully organized more than 
twenty boys have been duly cared for 
who must otherwise have been sent 
to Lancaster. 


"The superintendent of the public 


school and the entire corps of teach- 
ers have also shown the most com- 
mendable interest in all these young 
delinquents as well as a desire to pro- 
mote the moral welfare of all th« pu- 
pils under their charge. 


"There are many points that might 


be urged on you 
mothers, 
and all 


other citizens, but the one on which 
I wish to lay special emphasis is tue 
need of parks and play grounds for 
our children. These would cost some- 
thing, but the good they would do in 
diminishing criminality and educat- 
ing our boys and girls, is beyond all 
measure. 
Surely it is time to com- 


mence agitation of this question and 
press it upon the attention of the city 
officials and all 
our citizens. 
And 


when these are 
established and the

from our boys, how much better 
a 


chance will be given to all our chil- 
dren especially to the children of che 
poor, in whom we are all so deeply 
interested."

CLAIM ITS ACTS 


ARE INVALID 


Attorneys For Defense In Bribery 


Cases Attack Grand Jury. 


AN IMPORTANT CONTENTION 


Latest Effort to Have Set Aside In- 


dictrnents Against San Francisco 
Capitalists Causes a Mild Sensation. 
Allegations of Counsel in the Glass 
Case. 


San Francisco, June 26. — All the 


various grounds urged by the defense 
in support of a motion to set aside 
the bribery indictments against Vice 
President Louis Glass of the Pacific 
States Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany and other iarge corporation offi- 
cials were retired to positions of com- 
parative insignificance by the impor- 
tance of a new contention presented 
and argued by Mr. Glass' attorneys 
Briefly stated, the charge brought by 
Messrs. Delrnas and Coogan in their 
effort to have the Glass indictments 
set aside, and which by formal under- 
standing is for the benefit of all other 
defendants as well, is this: All of the 
acts performed by the present grand 
Jury since a date early in January of 
this jear are invalid, because the pres- 
ent grand jury ceased lawfully to exist 
when the new grand jury list for 1907 
was crrtifled by the county judges on 
the date referred to. 


The undisputed facts are these: 


Early in January of this year the 
grand jury list for 1907 v/as duly certi- 
fied by the 12 judges of San Francisco 
county and was by them returned to 
the county clerk, but the Oliver grand 
jury, being in the midst of its bribery 
graft investigation, was not thereupon 
discharged. Instead it was continued 
in existence under the belief that, 
having been selected in the fall of 
1900, 
it 
could legally exist for 12 


months. The court took the question 
under advisement.
